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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-2 are pending and currently under examination. 

Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an 
application filed in Poland on October 15, 2002, It is noted, however, that applicant has 
not filed a certified copy of the 356650 application as required by 35 U.S.C. 119(b). 

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: on page 7, 
the last line, the term "epidemtne" should be corrected. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 1-2 are objected to because of the following informalities: both the claims 
should be preceded by an article such that the claims read "A method of or "The 
method of. Furthermore, in claim 1, the numerical notation of "0,1 to 1,5%" should be 
corrected to "0.1 to 1 .5%". Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in 
the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession 
of the claimed invention. 

Claim 1 is drawn to a method of obtaining collagen from skins of salmon like fish. 
The "salmon like fish" is the genus and encompasses a multitude of fish that can be 
"salmon like." It is evident from the disclosure Applicants are not in possession of all 
salmon like fish. Rather, Applicants have only disclosed three salmonidae fish species 
- the Polish salmon, Norwegian salmon, and Tolpyga (specification p. 5). 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current 
U.S. practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign 
document and are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 

Regarding claim 1, the phrase "like" renders the claim indefinite because it is 
unclear whether the limitations following the phrase are part of the claimed invention. 
See MPEP§ 2173.05(d). 
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Claim 2 recites biological activity. The claim is indefinite because it is unclear 
what Applicants mean by the biological activity of salmon like collagen. There is no 
explanation or clear definition of this activity provided in the claim. 

Claims 1-2 appear to be free of the art.
